WASHINGTON, D. C., August 30.—There is a 


new movement of some magnitude about to be 


inaugurated by the National Republican Con- 
gressional Committee in the way ofasystem- 
atic exodus of colored people. It has been a 
matter of long-standing complaint with the 


Republican managers that in parts 
of the South there are many 
Republican negroes whose votes are 


wasted and that the race is not making any 
advancement. There has been, for several 
years, an organization to look after this mat- 
ter. Fred Douglass of this city is president of 
the organization. He has studied the question 
carefully and collected many statistics. The 
Republican Committee,which has a large sum 
of veges at its disposal, proposes to distribute 
these colored men before the campaign of 1838 
where they will do the most good. Several 
agents have been making observations and 
reports upon the state of things. It is 
intended to send large ‘colonies to cer- 
tain parts of Missouri were a_ few 
more votes are needed, and to 
Southern Indiana. Dakota, too, has been con- 
sidesed a good placetor a large colony pre- 
paratory to its admission into the Union. J. 
Miiton Turner, the colored lawyer of St. Louis, 
who had charge of the case of the Indian Ter- 
ritory freedmen before Congress last winter, 
is actively engayed in the matter and is highly 
in favor of sending a larze colony to the pro- 
— territory of Oklahoma. Representative 


‘unston of Kansas, who bas recently 
made &® trip of observation through 
the South, reports that in many localities 


the negroes arein worse condition than dur- 
ing slavery. He says that he saw several large 

lantations in Georgia and other Southern 
States where no money was paid to the 
laborer at all. The proprietor hud a store at 
&@ Cross road near the center of the planiation, 
and the laborers were paid entirely from this. 


He says that the proprietors manage to 
keep the darkies constantiy in debt to 
them and thus dependent. le thinks 


there will never be anything better for the 
colored people until they make a 
break for new quarters. Secretary McPher- 
son of the Congressional Committee, when 
questioned in regard to the proposed exodus, 
was disposed to be rather non-committal, but 
said that the matter was being constantly in- 
vestigated by a regular organization. 


The Treasury Pazzled. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—The Capitol says: 
The accounting officers of the Treasury De- 
partment arein some doubt as to what they 
will do with the accounts of certain public of; 
ficers who have been appoiuted by the Presi- 
dent since Congress adjourned. They are 
those whose nominations were not voted on 
by the Senate. It is understood to be held by 
cepublican Senators that section 69 of the Ten- 
ure of Office Act prevents the 
reappointment of a man appointed to 
fill a vacancy before the expiration of the 
late session of the Senate whose nomination 
was not acted upon. The President has, 
however, reappointed a number of men 


who were in that condition. Itis understood 
that he examined the law in the case carefully 
betore doing so, and that he rests his right to 
make these appointments upon the last clause 
of the second section of the second articie of 
tne Constitution,jnamely: The President shail 
have the powerto fill up ail vacancies that 
may happen during the recess of the Senate by 
granting commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session. The construc- 
tion put upon the words ‘‘that may happen’’ 
by the President is understood to give 
them the etlect of the words that 
may happen toexisit. This las been held to 
be theirreal meaning by the Department of 
Justice under several Administrations since 
the Tenure of Office Act was pasred. But some 
of the accounting officers of the Treasury are 
not guite certain that it would be safe for 
them to approve the accounts of the officers of 
the class under section 1,672 Revised Statutes, 
which provides an imprisonment of not more 
than ten years or afine of not more than $i",- 
000 or Doth allowing the accounts of persons 
appointed contrary to the provisions of the 
Tenure of Office Act.j 


Liet. Schuetz Coming Home. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—The last number, 
received here to-day, ol the Siberian Gazette, 
published in the city of Tomsk, Western Sibe- 
ria, gives the following particuiars with re- 
gard to Lieut. Schuetz’s journey to the mouth 


of the Lena River with gifts and rewards for 
the officiais and natives who aided the sur- 
vivors of the Arctic exploring steamer 


Jeannette: 

Lieut. Schuetz, baving discharged the duty 
laid upon him, isnowon his way uome. He 
visited allthe natives living at or near tiie 
mouth of the Lenaand the Olnsk,mace a jour- 
ney eastward as far asthe River Indigirka in 
order to give a reward to the Chucksechi who 
brought the news of the burning of the‘ ‘Ilodg- 
ers,’ and then visited the town of Vilusk to 
see Mr. Kocharofski, formerly Ispravink at 
Kolymsk, to whom the survivors of the Jean- 
ette were also indebted. In the course of 
bis travels Lieut. Schuetz mace an interest- 
ing collection: consisting of specimens of Ton- 
goose dress, weapons, domestic toois and 
utensils and modeis of vehicies, and not less 
interesting will be found his personal obser- 
vations upon the natives-who live along the 
northern banks of the Lena and the Arctic 
Ocean. The quantity and value of the rewards 
so carefully distributed by Lieut. Schuetz are 


unusual in our country. To the 
two Ispreivpiks (of Verkhoyansk and 
Koiymsk) he brought watches and 


gold medals. Among other beneticiaries— 
principally natives—hbe distributed eight gold 
and twelve silver medals, with the inscription 
‘*For courage and humanity;’’ thirteen very 
vaiuable guns, 1,200 roubiesin money and 
about 4.000 roubles worth of merchandise. 
The total number of persons who received re- 
wards was 172. The late Gov. Chernayef of 
Yakoutsk did not live to receive the sword 
which was destined for him. Lieut. Schuetz 
arrived in St. Petersburg last week and will 
probably reach the United States early next 
month. 


A Clever Ruse. 


WASHINGTON, D.0., Aagust 30.—The wife of 
Paymaster’s Clerk Myers of the United States 
ship Iroquois, who left his vesseltwo months 
ago at Callao, Peru, with about $4,000 belong- 


ing to members of the ship’s crew, yesterday 
received a ees notifying her of the 
death of her husband The cablegram was 
dated at Lima, Peru, and signed by a sailor on 
the Iroquois, and stated that Myers was mar- 
dered by two guides, whom he bad engaged to 
eonduct him across the mountains back of 
Santiago. The writer of the dispatch claimed 
to have received the information from the 
United States Consul at Lima. Little credence 
is given to the story atthe Navy Department.

DISCOVERED IN TIME. 


Attempt of John Kylian, the Anarchist Ftre- 
Lug, to Commit Suicide. 


NEw YorK, August 30.—Anarchist John 
Kylian, who is under arrest for being the 
prompter and moving gpirit in the Kohut in- 
cendiary murder in East Sixty-fourth street, 
for which the Kohut brothers were sent to 
Sing Sing rrison for life, one in nocentiy andthe 
other really guilty, tried to cheat the vaugman 
out of a job yesterday, at police headquarters. 
Police Sergeant McLaughlin caught him in the 
attempt, evidently to his great disappoint- 
ment. When the Sergeant opened the door 
of Kylian’s cell he saw the occupant stand- 
ing near the grated window. The 
anarchist made a quick movement as 
the door swungopen as if to conceal some- 
thing, or as if interupted in some project in 
which the window played a part. His action 


did not escape the detective. He calied 
Officer Hanley and with his as- 
Sistance forced the prisoner into 


another cell. Then the one he had occupied 
was subjected to athorough search. Between 
the mattresses of his bed the officer found con- 
cealed anoose made ofastrip torn from the 
blanket and twisted into a rope with a slip- 
knot. Kylian had evidently been exXawining 
the window-bars with at view of 
attaching the end of the rope to one, when 
disturbed by the officer. He was questioned 
about it, but took refuge behind his inability 
to speak much English and merely shook his 
head sullenly in answer toall inquiries. The 
wrtch was then setupon him until he was 
taken to court and committed to the Tomba. 

Among the information obtained by the po- 
lice in their active, though very secret, pur- 
suit of the incendiary anarchists in this city 
auring the present year, was this that the 
lawless band within Herr Most's 
Calap that were burning tenement honses 
for their private profit, and havo 
already loaded their consciences with murder 
adozen times over, had sworn to stand and 
fall together in self-protection, to kill them- 
selves or onc another rather than risk falling 
into the hands 


of the police, or 
disclosing each other’s secrets. When 
Editor Tucker exposed the New York 


pilot in his paper, the Boston Liberty, last 
March, and wrote: ‘‘It is their boast that the 
active anarchists shall all go to the gallows to- 


gether,’’ the alleged desperation of 
the band was taken ag an 
empty boast. But the dogzedness 


with which the Kohuts suffered silently 
their life sentences, the guilty brother know- 
ing that the other was innocent, and that he 
nimself was being made the scapegoat of an 
infinitely worse rascai, while even the inno- 
cently convicted anarchist disdained to 
appeal for mercy, qgpened the eyes of 
the public. It is now believed that 
Kylian’s attempt at self-murder was 
in pursuit of the Nihilistic programme of the 
rascally crew of which he was a member, 
rather to suffer death by their own hands than 
runtherisk of further disclosures. The de- 
tectives are reticent on the subject, but are 
following up the clews they have obtained 
very quietly but with the utmost energy. 


THE PACKING HOUSE RATES. 


A Meeting to Be Held to Settle the Present 
Difiiculty. 


Kansas Ciry,Mo., August30.—It was learned 
here to-day thata meeting is being contem- 
plated for the purpose of settling the difficulty 
between the Memphis lines which cut rates on 
packing house products and have about 
brougbt on a war. It was given out 
at general offices of the Fort Scott & Gulf 
Railroad that such a meeting was being con- 
templated by lines running between St. Louis, 
Chicago, Kansas City and Memphis, and 
that it wonid probably be held in Chicago 
inafew days. The war has assumed grave 
proportions and unless something is speedily 
done the lines will suffer great losses. Assist- 


ant-General Freight Agent Parker of 
the hansas City, Fort Seott & £Guif 
was seen tu-day in regard to 
the situation, General Manager Nettleton 


had a recent conference with Commis- 
sioner Midgeley being out of town. Mr. 
Parker said: ‘‘Itis not so, as stated, that the 
road wished to withdraw from the Southwest- 
ern pool and had been unable to earn ite al- 
lotments. The road is left,’’ he said, 
‘*‘to handle business as it . sees fit 
Aithough we don't claimto be absolute dicta- 
tors of Memphis business, we are able to hold 
our own.’’

JOHN H. OVERALL’S DESPERATE STRUGGLE 
IN THE NINTH DISTRICT. 


A Glover Meeting in the Eighteenth Ward 
To-Night—Butler’s Tactics in the First— 
Tom Kelly and Bryan Rudd to See Fair 
Play—Filley on Prohibition—The Sedalia 
Convention—Gossip. 

The Glover forces, which were a trifle sur- 


prised by the unexpected candidacy of Jobn 
H. Overall, have entirely recovered their con- 


fidence, closed up their ranks again, 
and are actively preparing for 
the great struggie at the primaries 


on September 4. This evening a meeting of 
Glover’s friends in the Eighteenth Ward will 
be held at Uhrigs’ Cave Hall. Prominent 
Democrats in the ward will be pres- 
ent and will assist in selecting a 
Glover delegation to be voted upon 
at the primaries. Committeeman Clem 
Creveling and Mr. Glover himself are san- 
guine of success and expect to carry the un- 
ruly Eighteenth by anh increased majority. 
While Overall is a resident of the ward and 
will undoubtedly secure a number of 
votes on the strength of personal 
friendship and acquaintance, yet 
his best friends recognize the fact that the 
coming fight will not be arepetition of the 
Henry-Martin contest; that Mr. Overall will 
not control for his own election the same in- 
fluences which he managed tor Judge Henry, 
and that the dozen or more votes by 
which Overall carried the ward for Henry 
are in great danger of slipping over to the 
other side. The most important development 
in the campaign to-day is the attitude of the 
city administration. It is well known that in 
the Supreme Judyeship contest Mayor Fran- 
cis exerted himself in behalf of Judge 
Henry, and to his influence was due,to a great 
degree, the Judge’s success. Particularly 
was this the case inthe Eighteenth Ward. This 
time Francis will keep his hands off. He so 


informed several gentiemen last night and this 
morning, among them Hon. John M, Glover 
himself and there is no longerany doubt about 
his position If Overall carries the Eighteenth 
Ward he will have todo so without @ven the 
moral, much less the active, support of the 
Mayor, andtaking tne last fight made there 
as showing the relative strength of the Over- 
all and anti-Overall forces, Giover bas decid- 
edly the better of the prospects. 

Inthe flurry of excitement worked up by 
the Overall men onthe occasion of Overali’s 
announcement, the Overail crowd claimed 
anybody and everybody.

At each polling place inthe ward Kelly 
and Rudd will station a force of fifty 
voters, muscular citizens, whose duty 
it shail be to see that 
Committeeman Butler gives Glover’s judges 
and clerks proper recognition and treatment 
and counts every vote polled for Mr. Glover. 
These precautions have been rendered neces- 
sary by the boasts of the Butler gang to ‘‘snow 
Glover under,’’ and certain hints as to the 
methods to be employed to. accomplish that 
purpose. If Giover is beaten it will not be for 
lack of preparation on his part, neither wili it 
be by the usual questionable methods used by 
the gentile blacksmith and ‘‘de gang.’’ 

Mr. Glover stated this morning that his com- 
mittee had decided to give all candidates equal 
representation in the polls, and intended to 
see that their decision was respected in the 
wards which he claimed to be able to carry, 
and expected the opposition to give him fair 
play in their wards.

A MURDEROUS CLIQUE. 


THE ALLEGED PLOTTO ASSASSINATE GRAND 
MASTER WORKMAN POWDEBLY. 


Rule or Ruin Policy of the Home Club—A 
Female Master Workman Elected by a 
Knights of Labor Assembly—The Cloth 


Cutters’ Strike—Labor News- 


New York, August 30.—The exposure of the 
Home Club’s alleged attempt to kill General 
Master Workman Powderly, as published in a 
Pittsburg Sunday paper, has agitated Knights 
of Labor circles in this city. Several members 
were seen to-day who united in denouncing the 
Home Club in unmeasured terms. One of 
them é@aid: ‘‘The Home Club has brought 
much disgrace on the order. I could tell of 
numerous instances in which this has oc 
curred. It is a notorious fact that the recent 
investigation by acommittee of the General 
Assembly has been a white-washing affair. 
The Home Club mustruleorruin. With this 
endin view any one whois opposed to their 
principles willbe driven from the order, if 
possible. If a man applies for membership 
and they imagine that he will be an enemy to 
them he will be black-balled. A case of this 
kind occurred in the boatmen’s strike recent- 
ly, when several prominent mem- 
bers of the poatmen’s union were 
black-balled for no reason except that 
their infinence was feared. For overayear 
Brooklyn men have tried to form a mixed dis- 
trict, but the Home Ciub’s influence has 
been exerted against them  success- 
fully .to keep them out until after the 
general assembly at Richmond. I fear that 
they will try to disrupt the order if they can- 
not control the Richmond meeting. At that 
time will occur’ the greatest struggle 
ever known in the order. The Home 
Club will stop at nothing, not eyen 
murder to effect theirends. Victor Drury,the 
leader, is an offshoot of the Paris Commune 
and has been trying to make Assembly No. 49 
an engine of socialism. 


The Timberlane Lock-Out, 


BozEMAN, M. T., August 30.—The lock-out 
of the Knights of Labor at Timberlane, Mont., 
ended by the Northern Pacific Coal Company, 
controlled by the Northern Pacific Railway, 
closing their mines indefinitely, if not forever. 


The trouble began in June, and was caused by 
the coal company discharging all employes 
who were known to be Knights of Labor and 
filling their places with non-union Eastern 
men. Several hundred men were brought 
here by the coal company, of whom only 
twenty-five went to work in the places of the 
discharged Knights, the rest being persuaded 
to go farther West. J. P. Baily, a member of 
the Executive Board, Knights of Labor, Phila- 
delphia, made a thorough investigation, in 
which he found the miners had made all con- 
cessions necessary, and stated if the lock-out 
was not ended at once, a general strike would 
be ordered over the whole line of the Northern 
Pacific Railway, which would cause as much 
trouble in the Northwest as the strike of last 
spring did in the Southwest. 
A FEMALE MASTER WORKMAN. 

CuicaGo, August 30.—Mrs. Elizabeth Rodgere 
has been appointed Master Workman of Dis- 
trict No. 24, Knights of Labor, vice J. B. Mur- 
phy, deceased. Sheis the first woman to re- 
ceive such distinction. Mrs. Rodgers is the 
wife of George Rodgers, who has figured in 
labor matters in Chicago for a number of 
years. Heisalabor agitator and holds a po- 
sition under the city government. Mrs. 
Rodgers is 39 years of age, and though the 
mother of eleven children, eightof whom are 
living, she has managed to make a reputation 
as a labor agitator, Three years ago she 
was Supreme Judge of District No. &, and 
by her rulings she is declared even now to be 
the most fair and impartial judge ever holding 
the position. In one case upon which she was 
called to decide her rulings stand as prece- 
dents throughout the country and are often 
cited. Mrs. Rodgers has been a delegate to the 
Trades Assembly for the past three years. 
She has reinstated the assemblies which were 
expelled for their unarchial tendencies, Dut 
declares that she has no sympathy with such 
doctrines and will tight them in the huights of 
Labor. 


The New York Central. 


NEw YoOrK, August 30.—Superintendent J. 
M. Tousy of the New York Central Railroad 
to-day said to a reporter that he had heard 
nothing further from the Knights of Labor em- 


ployed who asked for an increase of wages. It 
was his purpose, he said, to deal with his em- 

loyes as individuals, not as members of the 
<nights of Labor. He thoughtthat notrouble 
would ensue, as the company intended to deal 
fairly with their employes. 

There is no change inthe clothing cutters 
lock-out. The employers are vainly trying to 
filltheir shops with non-union men, but the 
faw employed have ruined so much cloth that 
several were discharged. The cutters will 
have a parade to-morrow to show their 
strength. The union men expect a complete 
victory over their employers.

FISHING FOR BASS. 


The Best Bait to Use for the Greedy Game 
Fish. 
From a Letter in the New York Sun. 


‘*Baits for black-bass fishing are numer- 
ous and varied.- The common angle-worm, 
live minnows, young frogs and toads, the 
hideous larva of the helgamite, known as 
the dobson and clipper, crickets. graas- 
hoppers, beetles, fresh-water mussels, 
shrimp and crayfish are all good bait. 
There is no rule for deciding which of these 
baits is the best, for one day the bass will 
take one to the exclusion of all the others, 
and the next day select some other article 


on the bill of fare. The wise 
angler will go on the water well 
provided with as great a _ variety 


ashe can command. Whatever bait the 
bass will choose, rest assured that it must 
be in the very best condition, for, although 
a gormandizer, the bass is particular as to 
the serving of his food. Fishing with bait 
is called still fishing, because the angler 
remains anchored in a boat or fishes 
from the shore. -atience and good 
tackle are requisites of the © still 
fisherman. If he be fishing with 
minnows he should know that a black bass 
always swallows a minnow head first, and 
that the bait should consequently be 
hooked through the back, just forward of 
the dorsal fin, from side to side, without 
touching the backbone, for if the hook 
strikes that bone the minnow will soon 
die. The error that inexperienced an- 
glers make when a bass strikes their 
bait is that when they see their line rush- 
ing away and feel the strike of the fish 
they pullup. Much to their astonishment 
they nevér hook their bass, but they should 
not be astonished. There would be more 
cause for astonishment if they did hook 
the fish. When a ~bass_ goes for 
a2 minnow he goes like a steam- 


engine. Striking the bait, the bass car- 
ries it on four or five feet before 
the iinpetus of its rush is 


overcome. ‘Then it stops, and then, the 
tyro thinks, is the accepted time for him 
and he jerks away. Theresult is that he 
jerks the bait out of the bass’ mouth. 
When the bass stops after his rush he 
shifts the minnow sothat he can get it 
pointed head first down his throat, and 
then he proceeds to swallow it. .The 
angler should wait, and ina few seconds 


he will see his line moving away again. 
Now comes his time. A quick jerk ofthe 


rod, not a swish and asweep, and he has 
his bass hooked as safely as if he hada 
strap around him. 

‘*In fishing with the minnow the bait 
should be let down midway between the 
surface and the bottom, where he is al- 
lowed to swim at his will until he is gob- 
bled up by a bass. The crayfish, on the 
contrary, should not be suspended in the 


water. This fish lives on the bottom 
and is there hunted by the _ bass. 
The angler will be annoyed 


greatly in fishing with the crayfish, be- 
cause it is constantly crawling under 
stones and logs. By breaking off one of 
its claws this may be guarded against in a 
great measure. A bass always swallows 
a crayfish tail first and the hook should be 
placed in under the tail, near the body, 

aud brought through to the back. The 
same precaution is needed when the bass 
strikes the crayfish as when it 
takes a minnow, if the angler would 
be’ successful in hooking his fish. 

The other baits the bass takes in his mouth 
all at once, but even then it is best to give 
him time and wait until he moves off the 
second time. The Septemberand October 
bass fishing is most enjoyable, andif the: 
angler will remember that inthese months 
the bass frequents rapid, deep currents, 

or in the shadow or at the foot of big 
rocks, andin under roots and logs, and 

by rocky shores and bottoms, among the 
weeds and lily pads, he will find himself 
having some fine sportin the hazy, crisp 
days that are coming.”

SEDGWICK’S SPREE. 


THE ALLEGED ESCAPADE OF THE SPECIAL 


ENVOY TO MEXICO. 


In Company with Young Bloods He ‘‘Paints’ 


the Mexican Capital a Bright **‘ Red’’— 
Secretary Bayard Not Officially Notified— 
His Surprise — Strange Stories Told by 
Hotel-Keepers About the 


Washington 
Special Envoy. 


NEw YorK, August 29.—The 
morning prints the following special dispatch 
from the City of Mexico: 

‘‘Mr. A. G. Sedgwick, Secretary Bayard’s 
special envoy to Mexico, has been here since 
last Monday. He called upon Minister Jack- 
son, to whom he explained that he had been 
sent as a legal expert, to look up the law and 
the facts in the Cutting case, but presented no 
credentials. When asked to be presented to 
Senor Mariscal, the Foreign Secretary, Mr. 
Jackson informed him that that could only be 
done on an order from Mr. Bayard, and Mr. 
Sedgwick was not presented. The Mexican 
press noted tbe arrival of Mr. Sedgwick as a 
Special Envoy of the United States and at the 
same time announced that Sedgwick had un- 
limited credit ata banking-house in this city. 
This announcement secured Mr. Sedgwick the 
attention of some of Mexico’s young bloods, 
and he was invited to dinner Friday night by 
the Jockey Club. Mr. Sedgwick went there in 
regulation costume and enjoyed  himseif 
immensely. He soon became hilarious and 
made himself the center of acrowd of admir- 
ers. He was on a mission of peace and good- 
will toward Mexico, and beamed with peace 
and good-will on every’ glass’ that 
was offered him. Toward the sinall 
hours of the morning the Special Envoy’s 
friends surrounded him and gave him assur- 
ances of their undying devotion. They decked 
him out with flowers and placed a big bouquet 
in the top of his hat. At about6:l5a.m. the 
inmates of the Iturbide Hotel were aroused by 
a noisy performance. There were some twenty 
or more of Mexico’s gilded youth singing and 
shouting, and theyled asin triumph, Mr. 
Sedgwick, the Special Envoy. ‘Viva Embas- 
sador Americano,’ they cried, and 
Sedgwick, decked out as a Prince with 
big, long garlands of evergreens, nodded his 

proud assent. The party then proceeded 
through several streets and caroused in sev- 


eral houses of well-known reputation, in one 
of which they finally left their prize in charge 
ofsome women. At2p.m. Mr. Sedgwick re- 
turned to his hotel looking the worse for wear, 
but wearing a brand new hat. The escapade 
of the alleged Special Envoy isthe talk of the 
town, and members of the American colony 
are full of indignation over the disgrace 
brought upon the American name by a man 
selected by Mr. Bayard for a delicate mis- 
sion.’’

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING 1 P. Mw. 
The Mark Lane Express, August: 16, states 
that it is the most significant fact that we are 
receiving letters and telegrams from many 
who sentintheir returns six or eight days 
ago, reducing their estimates of the wheat 
crop by two to five bushels per acre; these are 
the cases in which harvest had been com- 
menced subsequent to the filling in of the 


papers, and the wheat comes in light- 
er than anticipated. This is ‘a bad 
sign. A fair amount of wheat has 


been cut, but it is, as a rule, badly lodged, 
and much of that now standing will buve to 
becut by bhand.——Mr. Alcxander Bingham, 
firm of William Bingham & Co., New York, 
lately arrived from Liverpool, reports that 
there is a disposition on the part of the En- 
glish grain trade to move slow, on account of 
the severe losses made during the past few 
vears in buying grain in advance of actual re- 
quirements.——Both Calcutta and Bombay 
report wheat active and firm, according to 
latest advices.——Continued rains are said to 
injure the crops in some districts of Russia.—— 
A ietter received in New York from a leading 
grain housein Paris dated August 16, states 
that late rains have seriously damaged the 
wheat crop of France. Heavy importations 
will be required, and estimated from 70,000,000 
to 80,000,000 bushels. Hungary will 
also be 25 per cent short of 
last year. Amended Government estimates 
of the wheat production of India lace 
the total yield of 1886 at 256,530,923 bu. This is 
a falling off of 45,754,154 bu from the crop of 
1885, an«l as last year’s returns did not include 
certain territory covered in this yaar’s report, 
the falling off was actually greater than the 
above.—-The San Francisco Daily News,August 
20, states that: ‘‘There is much wheatin the 
interior waiting for shipment to tide-water 
which is delayed by lack of cars tohaulit.

before accepting the nomination for Mayor of 
this city from the workingmen, he evincesa 
power to grasp the salient facts of the situa- 
tion which none of his predecessors have 
given evidence of. There has been sucha 
painful disparity between informal prdmise 
and performance in the case of many third or 
fourth party nominations that his thorough- 
going intellect perceives at once the advant- 
age of a nearer approximation toa sure thing 
both as an indication of success and as a balm 
for the wounded spirit in case of defeat. 

He doubtless has in view Mr. John Swinton’s 
experience of anumber of years since, when 
there was such a marked lack of materializa- 
tion of his supposegd supporters at the polls 
that the candidate was practically enrolled 
under the head of ‘‘scattering.’’ And stili 
more fresh in his memory must be the recol- 
lection of the fate of Ben Butler in this city as 
a Presidential candidate under the powerful 
auspices of the Sun, and who received 3,499 
votes out of a total of 226,749 in New York 
County, when his friends expected to roil up 
something like 60,000 votes. 

Mr. George’s method, though new and orig- 
inal, isa wise one.

DEPRAVITY IN GOTHAM, 


Mrs. Minor’s Den broken yp by the Authori- 
ties. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcu. 

NEW YORK, August 30.—Since last May the 
ofticers of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crueity to Children have been watching the 
flat occupied by awomun who called herself 
Mrs. Mamie Minor, in the apartment house 200 
Eighth avenue. She had come there a few 
weeks before, representing herself as the wile 


of a butcher, and bringing with her 
two children nbout l2 and 16 
years old, who, she said, were 


her daughters. The butcher was very seldom 
seen around the piace, but the woinan was 
frequently visited by good looking young 
xiris, all with noticeably fine figures, and a 
nuinber of youngand vid men. The people 
living in the upper fiats andin the neighbor- 
hood noticed the increasing number of visit- 
ors, and also remarked upon the rapidity with 


which the front door was opened when- 
ever Mrs. Minor’s bell was rung. 
The society’s agents saw the young 
irla and the old men, and ior four months 


cept up a watch upon the flat, its tenant and 
her visitor. It is the policy of the ‘‘Chil- 
dren’s Society’’ not to actjuntil it sees daylight 
before it. Last Saturday, however, Agents 
stocking and Wilson thought they had 
suflicient evidence, and applied to Justi e 
Ford at Jeiferson Market for & warrant. 
Armed with this they went to the place on 
Saturdapevening, The gas was not lichted on 
Mrs. Minor's floor, up one flight of stairs froin 
the street, and the two officers had some 
difficulty in getting tothe door. There were 
no signs of tife about the place, but a knock at 
the rear door got them into the 
kitchen of the flat. In it were Mrs. 
Minor, with few clothes on, and a negress 
named Juiia Onthers, who hadalarge basket 
with the week’s wash in it. Thev were at 
once put under arrest. Anoiseinthe dining- 
room brougbt the officers into that room. 
They foundaman trying to jump through 
the back window. They pulled him back and 
made himaprisoner. Heguve his name as 
Jobn Abrahams of 154 Avenue A. Ina bed- 
room on the same fioor were 
TWO NAK GIRLA, 

whom the officers made get up and dress, and 
in another room was another man named 
William Sanborn of Ammoomngg, § The two giris 
gave their names as Emma Wilson, who said 


she was married and respectable and 
Mamie Leonard, who gave her 
age ae 7 years. She did not 


appear to be more than 15. She was taken 
to the society’s rooms, while the other 
prisoners were locked up in the Twentieth 
Street Station. The prisoners were brought 
befure Justice Ford yesterday morning at Jef- 
ferson Market. Mrs. Minor was dressed in @ 
tight-fitting black dress covered with bead- 
work that shook and sparkled as sbe moved. 
A charge of selling liquor without a license 
was dismissed at Mr. Wilson’s suggestion, 
but on acharge of keeping a disorderiy house 
she was heid in $500 bail, and for abductin 
the girl who had called berse!f Mamie Leona: 
in $1,000. The girl was the society 8 witness. 
She gave her naime as Mary Glennan, and in- 
sisted that she was 17 years old, but was 
held for further examination. Emma Wilson 
was held in $1,000 for examination. to give her 
a chance to prove her respectability. The 
others were discharged. Betore the woman 
who cails herself Minor came to 200 Eighth 
avenue she had lived in the flat 167 West 
Eleventh street. Mr. Merry’ssociety haa had 
her on its black list for several years, and last 
year gave her some trouble because she kept 
her two little daughters in her flat, which the 
society considered an improper place for 
them. She swore, however, that they only 
visited her occasionally. A runaway giri from 
a New Jersey institution was also supposed to 
be in her fat, but suflicient proof 
could not be procured. Since she 
has been at 200 Eighth avenue, many young 
girls have been taken there by ber eldest 
daughter and the Glennan giri. The iatter 
said yesterday that they were in the babit of 
frequenting the Fifty-second street skating 
rink and would entice young giris from there. 
But, sbe added, they never took virtuous girls, 
but only such as had been aiready seduced by 
the attaches or frequenters of the rink. The 
two girls were frequently tracked to the sa- 
loon; but there the society’s agents have been 
compelled again and again to drop their 
search for the time being. During the past 
few days there has been alarger number of 
visitors than usual and a corresponding 
INCREASE IN THE NUMBER OF GIRLS. 

Within a few days a lame giri has been a fre- 
quenter of the fiat, She is rather short in 
statne, “with short black hair and fa bold face. 
She is older than the other giris and& much 
harder character evidentiv. She bas been in 
and out of the fiat, now with one young man, 
now with an older one. Within a week a 
trunk was brought for Mrs. Minor, and the 
woman’s alleged husband has been seen much 
oitener than before. lie was notintbe house 
when the arrests were nade, but wasin court 
until a few minutes before Mrs. Minor was 
called up tothe bar. The lame girl had been in 
tbe flat when he officers arrived, but ran 
up stairs and waited in the hail 
or on the roof until they had gone. Their nude 
condition probably prevented the other girls 
from doing the samething. While the prison- 
ers were before Justice Ford yesterday morn- 
ing an elderiy woman and a smooth-iaced 
mantried the door of 200 Eighthavenue. It 
was locked. They asked a storekeeper on 
the ground floor fora key, but he had none. 

“If we ring the beil will the door be opened?’’ 
asked the woman. 

‘*Yes,’’ said the storekeeper; ‘‘butthere is 
no one in the first flat.’’ 

The woman turned away, but she and her 
cotapanion managed to get into the build- 
ing. During the afternoon Minor sat in 
the front parlor. He refused ‘to see 
any one but hisfriends and went away early 
in the evening. The Giennan girl was arrested 
abouta year azgofor begging, together witha 
woman in the garb of a Sister of Charity. The 
girl swore that she was 14 yearsold. She and 
her companion were discharged with a repri- 
mand. The two daughters of Mrs. Minor are 
named Nellie and Annie Minor. They are at 
present with relatives in an uptown street. 
Vithin a week one of tne giris, whom the 
neighbors had learned to know, disappeared 
from the flat. She was known as the ‘‘Jersey 
irl,’’ and went by the name of Nellie Mont- 


ord. She was about 15 years oid, with 
long light hair, which she wore down 
her back. She had a smail- scar 


on the left side of hernecx. Sheis probably 
the ‘‘runaway’’ whom Mrs. Minor is thought 
to have hidden in her Eleventh street fiat last 
year. While the woman lived in the flat the 

as on the landing outside ber door was never 
lighted. The transoms over the doors were 
darkened, and no light could be seen within 
the rooms. The door bell range inside the 
rooms, 80 that only an inmate could hear it. 
Mrs. Minor spent a greut part of the day look- 
ing out of the front windows, and 
the rapidity with which men and women 
would enter the house after ringing the first 
beil, was, to the neighbors, very remarkable. 
Old and young men came to the flat, none of 
them recognized by the neighbors as living 
near by, and ail described as swelis. The 
woman is believed to be a widow, but her 
real name is nct known. He alleged husband 
was generally said to be a butcher, although 
he sometimes passed as the owner of a coal 
fiat. His siaughter-house is said to be in 
Jersey City. Nosuch person’s name appears 
in the Jersey City Directory as owning a 
siaughter-house, or as being even a butcher.

A DANGEROUS TRIO. 


The Chicago Police Capture Three Anarch- 
ists and an Embryo Arsenal, 


CHICAGO, August 30.—Louis Juhl, a tailor, 
living at No. 679 West Seventeenth street; 
Henry Batzel, a stone mason, of No. 586, and 
William Kioth, a cooper, of 588 the same 
street, were arrested yesterday and locked 
up in the Hinman 8treet Station, charged with 
conspiracy to do an unlawful act. The capture 
was made by Lieut. Schepard and a number of 
officers, who went to the place about noon, 
when all the men were home. They made no 
resistance whatever and allowed themselves 
to be taken to the station. For some 
months past there has been consider- 
able talk in the neighborhood about the 


three prisoners and their strange actions. The 

are ail known to be anarchists, and were al- 
wayson band whenever Spies and Parsons 
made aspeech or called a meeting. Batzell, 
it is said, came to this country recently from 
Germany, and ever since his arrival he has 
been associated with the anarchists in this 
city. Kioth bas been here longer. He owns 
a cooper gd in the rear of his house, in 
which place he employed six or sevén ig- 
norant Germans. ‘The cooper shop seemed 
to be the meeting place, or two 
or three times euch week a number of 
men congregated and remained till nearly 
midnight. Some of them carried mysterious 
package and valises which are supposed to 
ave helddynamiteor firearms. They finall 

became so bold during the recent excitement, 
that on one occasion seven nen were seen to 
leave the place about 1i o’ciock at night, each 
armed with arifle and pistols. The mysteri- 
ous meetings were carried on until the neigh- 
bors became suspicions and finally informed 
the police of what was going on. The Lieu- 
tenant watched the place and became con- 
vinced that the meetings were for no lawful 


purpose and that the men were 
conspiring to destroy life and 
property. Accordingly A raid was 


determined upon. The cooper-shop and the 
houses of the three men were thoroughly 
searched. No explosives were found, but two 
full stands of Austrian fleld pieces, swords 
and heavy Colts’ 44-calibre revolvers were 
found stowed away ina designed apartment of 
the ceiling. John Kioth and Batzell were 
asked to account for the presence of this 
embryo arsenal in the cooper-shop, and as 
they could give no plausible explanation, they 
were locked up and charged with conspirac 
todo an unlawful act. Kioth openly avowe 
that he was an anarchist, and adinitted that he 
had to fiy from Berlin for that reason. He 
further volunteered the information that he 
wasa staunch sympathizer of the convicted 
anarchists. The poiice claim that he was im- 
plicated inthe Haymarket riot and was con- 
fined inthe Desplaines Street Station for six 
weeks, but was finally discharged for want of 
evidence. The prisouers will have a hearing 
to-day.

TRAPS FOR AMERICANS. 


Tricks and Ways of the Title-Hunting 


Business. 


From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

An American gentleman, who for many 
years past has been established in busi- 
ness in Paris, received one day a call trom 
a handsomely dressed female in whom he 
recognized a notorious American member 
of the demi-monde of Paris. She came, 
she said,to propose to him a lucrative 
business transaction. She had in her 
possession a list of sundry high-born and 
titled gentlemen who wished to marry 


rich American girls, and she 
displayed such a list, inscribed 
with some of the proudest names 


of the French aristocracy. If my country- 
man would inform her of the arrival in 
Paris of any wealthy American ladies,and 
of the presumed amount of their fort- 
unes, she would, on the accomplishment 
of a marriage between anyone of these 
and one of her clients,at once pay over 
to him half of her stipulated percentage 
on the dowry, which in her case was to 
amount to10 percent.

Employes 
of these agencies are also to 
be found at the principal hotels here. 
They are usually women, generally bear 
high-sounding titles, and are pleasant of 
manner and affable of bearing. Their 
business is to make acquaintance with 
rich Americans who have daughters, so 
that the daughters aforesaid may be pre- 
sented to impecunious adventurers on the 
lookoit to repair their fortunes by 
marriage. The matter is very adroitly 
managed, an opera, or a theater 
party or a little dance being gotten 
up by the amiable French lady to amuse 
her sweet, new yee friend, the luckless 
damsel whose dollars, real or rumored, 
have caused her to be selected as a fitting 
victim. At the dance or at thetheatre the 
introduction takes place, and the fascina- 
tions of the geutleman are supposed to do 
she rest. Very often, indeed, the pro- 
moter of the whole series of maneuvers is 
not connected with any agency whatever, 
but is acting on her own account. 


In Rome in Summer Time.

Those who have only seen Rome in win- 
ter have little idea of the real charm of 
the city as it reveals itself on a summer 
day. The whole working population is 
astir at early dawn, and a little later you 
hear the cool plash of the water as your 
next-door neighbor sprinkles the pave- 
ment and washes the sidewalks with his 
hose. By 6 o’clock the street venders, 
with their wares, pass under your win- 
dow with musical cries that have noth- 
ing but their business purport in com- 
mon with the barbaric yawp of the New 
York milkman and strawberry seller. At 
8 o’clock the shops are all open, and if you 
have any shopping to do you doit then in 
the cool of the day. At midday, and for 
an hour or two later, Rome takes a nap, 
and the streets are silent, except for the 
plashing of the fountains and the rumble 
of the occasional omnibus. Toward 6 
o’clock every one who has a car- 
riage drives on the Corso or the 
Pincian. After dark and until late at 
night all Rome “‘descend into the streets,” 
though with intentions the opposite of 
those with which the French revolutionist 
makes his frequent descents. The Corso 
is thronged from curb to curb with pedes- 
trian loungers. Inthe Piazza Colonna a 
band is playing. and thereis an array of 
cane-bottom chairs and contented people 
that remind one of the Place of St. Mark, 
in Venice. The Roman, though an 
abstemious person, nevertheless absorbs 
in the aggregate a great deal of coffee, 
vermouth, and ices in the course of 
the summer night, and long after you 
have gone to your bed you hear fin 
singing in the street as he goes home- 
ward, and—with your Anglo-Saxon ex- 
perience—you wonder how it happens 
that he always goes home sober, no mat- 
ter whatthe hour may be. It is only in 
summer that the Roman feels at home. 
All the winter his city is full of foreigners, 
and, if he is a tradesman, his mind is in- 
tenton business. When summer comes 
and the foreigners have flown he feels 
that his home is hisown again, and that 
he can live his own easy, happy life. Let 
any foreigner of athletic tastes spend a 
summer in Rome and he will never again 
commit the error of visiting it in winter.

The Sea Serpent.

It is reported that last Sunday the sea 
serpent was again seen off Gloucester, 
on the Massachusetts coast, or near 
where the monster was observed a 
few weeks ago. Ason the previous occa- 
sion the witnesses were intelligent and 
highly reputable men, whose declarations 
are entitled to serious consideration. They 
describe the serpent as having been only 
300 feet away, so that they could estimate 
its length at nearly 100 feet and see the 
two glittering eyes in its huge head. 
This testimony as to the existence of an 
enormous marineanimal, popularly known 
as the sea serpent, is corroborated by that 
of many intelligent observers during the 
last century and more, and is, besides, 
sustained by the reports of innumerabl+ 
sailors, who commonly have been discred-, 
ited because of their proneness to super- 
stition. The monster has generally been 
encountered in the northern seas, more 
especially about the coasts of Norway an! 
New England, and the accounts of its ap- 
pensenes do not differ very widely. There 
8 also much ancient evidence, but we wii! 
ass that by. Neither shall we pay heed 
o the stories about the serpent to be found 
- the old books of travel and natural his- 
ry. 
In the last century the Rey. Paul Fgede, 
a missionary to Greenland, wrote a jour- 
na! of his mission, in which he described 
with minute accuracy the human inhabi- 
tants and the birds, beasts and fishes of 
that country, accompanying the descrip- 
tions with drawings of great scientific 
value. Onthe 6th of July, 17%, Egede 
records having seen ‘‘a very large and 
frightful sea monster,” with a ‘‘long, 
sharp snout,’’ and a body “covered 
with scales.” ‘‘The skin was uneven and 
wrinkled, and the lower part was formed 
likeasnake. After some time,’’ he con- 
tinues, ‘‘the creature plunged backward 
into the water, and then turned his tail 
up above the surface.’’ This description 
corresponds with those which were given 
of the monster reported as seen of 
Gloucester several weeks ago, that 
creature, too, going down tail foremost.

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AID FOR TEXAS. 


A TRAIN LOAD OF RELIEF TO BE SENT BY 
ST, LOUIS. 


The Terrible Drouth—No Rain ef Conse- 
quence for a Year—Frontiersmen that 
Will Not Squeal—Chas. A. Cox and Presi- 
dent Cobb on the Relieving Scheme—Com- 
mittees Appointed. 


There was a time—only a week ortwo ago— 
when the 8t. Louisan looked up at a coppery 
sky and said: ‘‘For five weeks we have not 
had adrop of rain.’’ And he commiserated 
himself, wondering why he wes nade to suffer 
such awful heat and drouth. His lawn was 
parched, his flowers died, the bricks of his 
house were blistering hot at midnight—there 
was no comfortanywhere. The grass in the 
parks withered. Thetrees turned their un- 
dersides up and alltheir branchcs were cov- 
ered with dust. 

Yet the Mississippi rolled on as of old, It 
found supplies somewhere, and the St. 
Louisan had only to turn a faucet in his house 
and get allthe water he needed. He thought 
he was in a bad way beceuse his flowers died, 
and when he read in the papers thatthe drouth 
was general, that suffering was everywhere,he 
put himself down in the list of sufferers. But 
at last rain came. 


In Coleman County, Texas, for nearly a year 
there has been no rain of any consequence. 

The total rainfall in that country lying south 
of Wichita and west of Waco for one yeur has 
been less than one inch. The destitution is 
terrible. Crops havefailed. There will not be 
a yield of one pound of cotton to the acre in 
most of this section. Corn is an absolute 
failure, and every tender shoot of grass that 
has forced iteseif through the baked soil has 
been burnt down, so that cattle wander miles 
to find enough food to barely keep them alive. 

The country borders on the broad ranges 
that extend to the Californias. Itis the limit 
of the agricultural section of Texas. Its in- 
babitants are those hardy people who dare ail 

bysical discomforts to make themselves a 
10me. They are not tenderfeet who cry for 
‘thirst, and stampede when hunger attacks 
them. They are pioneers who, Indian-like, 
take up another hole in the belt with every 
misfortune. 

Dispatches from the counties bordering this 
afflicted district tell every day of the increased 
danger cf starvation. 

People are starving slowly, and by thon- 
sands, within reach of helping hands. Starv- 
ing and those they would beneat when pros- 
perous have plenty. 

ST. LOUIS IS THIS SEASON 

the center of the best grain producing section 
of the country. The best grain is grown in 
that part of the country tributary to this city. 
Merchants say this year will be the most pros- 
perous St. Louis bas everknown. And as a 
feature thousands of doilars are being ex- 
pended for a fail carnival that in its magnifi- 
eence will eclipse anything the country has 
ever seen. 

Yet peoplein Erath, Eastland, Taylor, Cal- 
lahan, Comanche, brown, Coleman and Run- 
néelis Counties are suffering for food. Their 
barns are empty and theyhave not the seed 
to piant that willsave them from starvation 
another year. No food; no seed. 

Not only do the dispatcbes tell terrible 
tales of famine but private letters received 
by merchants whose business interests take 
them very close to the Texans 
give shocking details of the dis- 
tress. No appeals for aid come from 
these people directly. They do not ask. as- 
istance, though they need it. Texas papers 
gay that’theyvy regret the outside worid has 
learned of the condition of suffering in those 
counties. They want toshut the door upon 
the worid and starve in quiet and alone. 

But &t. Louis, merchants will not see them 
starve. The committee appointed by Presi- 
dentCobb of the Merchants’ Exchange is at 
work securing subscriptions that wili enable 
them to send a train-lead of provisions into 
that stricken country. 
The Houston Post published a few days since 
a denunciation of St. Louis merchants based 
on areport of an attemptto raise money here 
for the stricken counties that failed. If such 
atternpt was made, and if it failed, it was 
because the business men did not appre- 
ciate the condition of the people for 
whom relief was asked. Now that they 
know, bow that the matter has been presented 
to them in aproper light, they are ready and 
anxious to give, andthe relief which will be 
sent will show how generous they can be to 
those who arein distress.

My firm has contributed 600 
sounds of meat, and I think we shail 
nerease it to a car-load. The train 
idea is a good one. It should be car- 
ried out. The people do not need 
money as badly as they need fcod. I do not 
understand they bave asked forthat. The 
movement is spontaneous here. The appeal 
of Mayor Francis and President Cobb will be 
supplemented by personal applications to 
merchants. They are er Bend a We shall 
establish a warehouse where goods will be 
received and begin immediately arrangements 
for their shipment.’’ : 
President Cobb is deeply interested in the 
scheme ofrelief. Heapproves of the idea of 
sending atrain. ‘‘I have no donbdt,’’ he said, 
‘*that we can get enough contributions to fill 
as many cars. I shail myself push the solicita- 
tions. We mustdo something. I regret that 
I had to leave the city immediately on issuing 
the appeal or I might have done more to heip 
the cause along. St. Louis cannot let any part 
of Texas suffer while she is abie to give.’ 
President Cobb, Chas. A. Cox, C . Teich- 
man and KE. P. Bronson, the Relief Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, met in the 
directors’ room on ‘Change at noon 
to-day to devise lans for se 
curing subscriptions or the  benetit 
of the Texans.

MEET TO DISCUSS THE PURIFICATION OF 
THEIR NEIGHBORHOOD, 


Mr. John T. Percy Decides Ao Have no 
Further Dealings with the Citizens—Friends 
of Mrs. Hall Come to the Front in Her 
Behalf-—A New Plan in Fighting a Dis- 
reputable House. 


The citizensin the vicinity of Twenty-first 
and Walnut streets held an informal meeting 
last evening to discuss the purification of that 
neighborhood. They are still excited over the 
decision of Judge Cady in the case of Annie 
Hall, the proprietress of No. 2106 Walnut 
street. Afterit was shown that she was a 
woman of the vilest reputation, having been 
seen drunk in saloons, visiting houses 
of ill fame, receiving visits of dis- 
repntable women, and introducing men 
and women into her house through the alley 
way as wellas by the street door, the Court 
still held that the case had not been made out 
to his satisfaction and acquitted the defendant 
of the charge of keeping a house for illicit pur- 
poses. FOF years ber reputation has been 
known to the police, and in view of the abund- 
ance of testimony offered the citizens are 
highly displeased with the finding of 
the court. Judge Cady’s ruling 
is in effect this: No case can 
be established against the proprietress of any 


house unlessit can be shown that the keeper 
of such a house entered into an arrangement 
to knowingly let an apartment for an illicit 
purpose. Under this ruling a house might be 
established and conducted in Vandeventer 
place 

IN SPITE OF THE POLICE. 

Nobody’s action will bind the iandlady un- 
less the agency can be shown, and 80 long as 
the woman herself does not enter into the 
guilty agreement to let the rooms no charge 
aguinst her cau be sustained. This ‘s new law 
in the Police Court, undoubtedly the honest 
interpretation of Judge Cady, but nevertheless 
startling.

Temple’s heart a kindiy feeling for the 
woman. Ashe watched the progress of the 
hearing be disparagingly said: ‘‘Thisis a cu- 
ricus case.’’

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


Destruction of a Powder Magazine—One 
Person Killed and Many Injured. 


CuIcaco, August 30.—The powder magazine 
of the Laflin-Rand Powder Company was ex- 
ploded by lightning yesterday morning. A 
girl was instantly killed. Four adults sus- 
stained fatal injuries and sixteen people were 
more or less seriously hurt. Several dwellings 
were totally destroyed. Lights were extin- 
guished in the Palmer House, seven miles 
distant from the explosion. The explosion 


occurred at 9:l5in the morning. The shock 
caved in the two magazines of the Oriental 
Powder Company and those of the Warren, 
the Hazard and the Dupont companies, Fort- 
unately none ofthese exploded. The loss is 


75,000. 

Only one person, Carrie Ahrenworth, a 1é4- 
year-old girl, was killed. The injured are 
John Guhl,a teamster, and Mrs. Guhl, his 
wife. Mrs. Eliza Devine is fatally injured.

Union street, arm amputated; John Lordey, 
Jr., aged 17, residence 165 Canal Port avenue, 
leg crushed. Mr. and Mrs. John Jung liv- 
ing south of Archer road, and Mrs. Kennedy 
aged 18, living on Johnson street, a quarter of 
a mile from the explosion, 

STATEMENT OF AN EYE- WITNESS. 

James Dublnstock, the only person who has 
been found that really sawthe explosion of 
the powder-house yesterday, says; ‘‘l was 
walking towards John Jung’s, house, holding 
an umbrella over my head. The wind 
came from my back and 1 
heid the umbrella back a little, 
which alowed me tolook ahead. I wason the 
Archer road, a little over an eighth of a mile 
away from Laflin & Rand’s powder-house, and 
happened to be looking at it. The same in- 
stant that my eyes rested on it—andI know 
not why I singled out this particular powder- 
house, while there were so many others like 
it nearer to me—a long, zigzag streak of 
lightning darted across the sky, and then a 
fiery line came down and struck fairly on the 
powder-house. Ina moment that elapsed be- 
tween the flash and the explosion I realized that 
something terribie was about tohappen. I 
thought so fastthatI had determined to run 
long before I could move a muscle of my body 
to effect that object. Then, as if it had been 
swept awuy like a mist, 1 sawthe bricks and 
stones of the powder-bouse suddenly disap- 
pear in theearth. The ground shook beneath 
my feet, ana Iclutched at the swaying fence 
near me. <A deep, rumbling noise filled my 
ears, and the next instant a stream of 
fire shot into the air 
1 have often seen of Mount Vesu- 
vius. I knew no more for at least 
ten minutes. My umbrella was snatched out of 
my hand as if by an unseen hand of invincible 
power, and I was thrown into the ditch. 
When lrecovered consciousness I saw that 
stones and bricks had fallen all around me. 
None struck me, however. Scrambling to my 
feet, istarted for home, where I remained.’’ 

COMPLETE RUIN. 

There was absolutely nothing left of tne Laf- 
linand Rand Magazine. There was literally 
notone stone left upon another and there 
wasalittiec of the roof everywhere. Thou- 
sands of sight seers, forthe news spread rap- 
idly, visited the piace inthe afternoon. They 
came On foot and in all styles of vebicies. The 
narrow muddy road was jammed with buggies 
and carriages. Everybody wanted to see the 
ruins and they saw ail there was to mark 
the sudden and disastrous waste of force— 
& yawning chasm, which resembied the bowels 
ofa volcano, with the whole top of the con- 
cern torn off. The excavation would have 
taken days of toilif made by man. It was the 
work ofa second forthe explosives. It is 150 
by 40 feet and in places is 40 teet in depth. The 
bottom wus uveven and the varied distribu- 
tion of the heavy yellow clay spoke plainly of 
the force that had accomplished the ruin. The 
appearance of the cavern left by the explosion 
indicated that the dynamite, true to its nature, 
had followed where the resistance was the 
greater, which was downward, and which ac- 
counts for the chaotic upheaval and throwing 
ofthe clay, upon which the building rested. 
The force of the dynamite teaded straight 
downward, it seems, and running around the 
sides lifted the stones composing the founda- 
tion in the airand nurled them in all diree- 
tions. ‘The black powder's force was upwards 
and sideways. The magazine contained 100, - 
000 pounds of the powder and 10,000 to 20,000 
pounds of the stronger explosive. 

THE SHOCK. 

After the shock had passed over the city, 
poopie began to wonder what had happened. 

lany gathered in the rotundas of the different 
hotels, in public halls, in saloons and in 
churches and discussed what they considered 
a phenomenon of nature. They believed it to 
have been the result of a combination of the 
elements, anything just short of an actual 
@arthquake. It was not until the day wus 
nearly over that the news of the explosion be- 
came generally known, and then everybody 
was horrified. The reports of great losses of 
life and destruction of property everywhere in 
the city, especially in the southwest portion, 
were circuiated and were so enlarged upon 
that it became current belief that a dreadful 
disaster and loss of life had occurred. It was 
true that the great factories, like McCor- 

e mick’s, the Malieable Iron Works, the pack- 
ing and slaughtering- houses, were al! more or 
less damaged, but the actual loss of life was 


only one. The only wonder is° that 
the explosion was not followed 
by a dozen others. There were 


ten other great magazines around the one 
which exploded and nearly all of them were 
leveled, but their expiosives did not ignite. 
The explosion is, perhaps, the greatest that 
has occurred since a car-load of dynamite 
blew up in Stratford, Canada, a few years 
since.1t is said this morning that Mr. and Mrs. 
Guhl have a slight chanee of recovering. 
George Kenn, the farmer, who was blown 200 
feet from his wagon and terribly injured, is in 
a dying condition. Mrs. Devine is very low.

“STAR” WEBER DEAD, 


The Noted Wheelman Passes Away—St, 
Louis Gets No Show at Cleveland. 

George E. Weber, familiarly known as 

‘‘Star’’ Weber, and one of the most cele- 


brated wheelmen of America, is dead. He 
was very well known to S&St. Louis 
cyclists, having partioipated in the 


Ramblers two race meets last year and inthe 
fifty-mile road race at Clarksville, Mo., last 


April which he won in the unprecedented time 
of three hours and seven minutes. His gen- 
eral temperament and agreeabie personality 
made him warmly liked wherever he went,and 
in this city he was the recipient of several 
banquets in connection with his various visits, 
The last time he was here was last April, 
just after the Clarksville road _ race, 
when he was given a complimentary 
dinner at Delmonico’s, which was attended 
by a large number of city wheelmen. Hig 
many friends will read with sincere sorrow 
the following from the Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican of last Thursday: ‘‘The boys on the 
track were saddened yesterday bythe news 
which was brought C. E. Kluge by telegraph 
thatGeorgeE.Weber, theStar ee. was dead 
from typhoid fever. William H. Wallace, his 
trainer, who is here with Kluge, says that 
Weber manifested a certain lassitude that was 
not natural to him about a month ago when 
beginning to practice for the Springfield tour- 
nament, and atthe advice of adoctorhe wae 
taken off the track and treated for ma- 
larial fever. An apparent improvement en- 
couraged him to try the track again within a 
week, and he took a two-mile practice spin 
with Wallace. A day or two later a relapse 
setin and continued till Wallace started for 
this city, more than a week ago. His condi- 
tion was noteven then thought to be serious, 
and Wallace urged bim to come with him,hop- 
ing that the change of air and the sight of old 
faces would bring back the boy’s drooping 
per But young Weber was not equal to 
the effort, and Wallace heard no more of his 
young friend and pupil till a few days ago, 
when a letter told that Weber’s illness had 
taken a serious turn, and his friends were an- 
xious about his condition. Then the telegram 
yesterday announced, ‘George died last 
night. Tell Mr. Ducker about it,’ and his 
friends are sorrowing thé loss which they say 
they cannot realize.’’ 

George Weber was just 20 years of age. 
was born in Burlington, N. J., and when 17 
years of age went into the employ of the Sinith- 
ville Manufacturing Works. He commenced 
racing in 1884, winning fifteen races and the 
Boston Bicycle Club’s 100- mile road race. In 1885 
out of forty races he won thirty-six prizes, 
twenty-eight first, six second and two third. 
In April last he held three L. A: W. cham- 
pionships, the half-mile, the fifteen-mile and 
the twenty-five mile. His best mile 
time was 2:38. He was the first American to 
cover twenty miles inside the hour, doing it 
last fallat Springfield, Mass. In 1885 he won 
the 100-mile road race, but the course 
being short his great feat did not avail him 
much. His physique was very fine and when 
he appeared in racing costume and worked 
his wonderful strokes he seemed to be the

RED DEVILS. 


Gen. Miles Removes the Bloody Warm 
Spring and Chiricahuas to Fort Union. 


WILcox, Arizona, August 30.—Gen. Miles 
has succeeded in accomplishing a creat work, 
that of remoying the bloody Warm Spring and 
Chiricahua Apaches from the Apache Feserva- 
tion to Fort Union, New Mexico,there to «wait 
the final disposition of them by the aut)ori- 
ties at Washington. This has been Gen. 
Miles’ principal plan since he assumed com- 
mand of this department, and it has been ac- 
complished only by persistent efforts. Last 
month he sent Cnief Chatto to Washington with 
nine other leading Apaches to confer with 

the authorities and make some terms with 
them, all under command of Capt. Dorst. 
They were finally ordered to Fort Leaven- 
worth, where Ohatto and part of the de'ega- 
tion were to remain, while Capt. Dorst with 
several of them started for Albuquerque, to 
remain to meet the tribe en route to Apache. 
Chatto and the entire delegation, as represent 
atives of the Apacne tribes, signed an agree- 


ment to do as Gen. Miles wished, and to 
submit to anything the Government 
ordered for them. As s00n as 
this was accomplished the General 


made his preparations for moving the Indians 
from the reservations. Col. Wade quietly 
rounded the Indians up. It was a work [e- 
quiring great courage and greater tact, as the 
slightest mistake would have stampeded the 
Indians to the mountains and cost the lives of 
many settlers. To-day be has 400 Indians ia 
the post at Fort Apache and so well guarded 
by troops thatit will be almost impossible for 
any to escape. There they await transporta- 
tion for the children and baggage. Tivit 
onies and other stock will be driven over- 
and to Fort Union by the soldiers and scouts. 
This leaves but tew hostiles now out with 
Geronimo without any city of refuge and cuts 
off the supply of recruits and squaws 
leaving him outin the wilds of Mexico, wound: 
ed, worn out and discouraged, making it 4 
question of very short time when he wil! have 
tosurrender. The last news trom Geroniimo, 
by courier, dated from Capt. Lawton’s camp, 
near the junction of San Bernardino and Dav- 
ishe Rivers, August 27, states that Geronimo is 
camped near Lawton, and has sent in envoys 
to see if he cannot make better terms than Un- 
conditional surrender, and b&s expresse 4% 
desire to meet and confer with Gen. Miles at 
San Bernardino ranch, and it is hoped that 4 
very few days will see him a prisoner, and 
forever settle the Apache troubles.
